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Reactionary Democrats 


Take a Licking 


The conspiracy organized by the right- 
wing Democrats against the country’s unem- 


ployed went down to.defeat Monday. The 


Senate rejected both the Byrnes and Robin- 


son amendments which would have dug a big 
hole in the $1,500,000,000 work relief appro- 


priation. 

But that still leaves 427,359 men and 
women facing the prospect of being thrown 
off work relief rolls by July 15. The job now 
is to follow up the victory over the reaction- 
aries by INCREASING the $1,500,000,000 
appropriation. 

The vote on the Byrnes and Robinson 
amendments casts an interesting light on the 
political lineup that is developing in Con- 
gress. With only a few exceptions, those 
who voted for either or both of these reac- 
tionary proposals are the people who are 
fighting President Roosevelt’s Supreme Court 
reform plan. They included Democrats like 
Burke, Byrd, Copeland, Glass, George and 
ia 

And again with a few exceptions, those 
who voted against any further slashing of 
relief, are the Senators who are supporting 
the President’s plan. 


Nothing could illustrate more graphically 


the intimate connection between the Court 
reform struggle and the bread and butter 
| issues that face the American people. 


Retreat on these bread and butter issues 
will weaken, not strengthen the Court re- 
form fight.

vital nerve of European politics today. . 
Certain other questions arise: Are the Nazis so in- 
sistent on driving to war that they cannot even con- 
sider an agreement 
British Tories? Does Hitler look

Have the Nazis concluded; with 
Mussolini, that Spain must be the 
_ deciding battlefield of world fas- 
~ eism? 

German fascism, it seems ob- 
vious, could never risk slapping 
the faces of their well-wishers in 


cavalierly mocking British public opinion, as they did, 
without having ready the most drastic alternative 
schemes. And, for that reason, all Burope is new 
tensely awaiting the consequent Nazi explosion to 
strike in Spain, Czechoslovakia, Danzig or in all three 
places, 


* 

The ostensible reason given in the German press 
for the unceremonious cancellation of the von Neu- 
rath-Eden pourparlers is so threadbare that not even 
the Nazis’ best friends believe it. Hitler's claim is 
that Britain and France must join the fascist powers 
in a demonstration of force against Spain on the 
ground that the Nazi cruiser Leipzig was struck by a 
Loyalist submarine. The evidence is so flimsy /for 
this pretext that the Tories urged the Nazis to forget 
about it and rejected the demand outright. Actually, 
the Leipzig issue is of a piece with the Reichstag fire 
plot—a smokescreen for a fascist coup that will shake 
the world. 

Since Hitler has brought up the Lelozig “incident,” 
it appears t the most likely reason for the rupture 
of Anglo-Nazi conversations looking toward a resur- 
rection of the Four-Power Pact against the U. S. S. R., 
and an immediate common pro-fascist policy in Spain, 
is the determination of Hitler and Mussolini to go the 
limit in Spain. 

After all, neither fascist Germany nor Italy (one 
with its cannon instead of butter and the other with 
its crushing burden of an Ethopian adventure) are 
bottomless resérvoirs for supplies and men for General 
Franco. The constant trickle of mén and arms thus 
far has not guaranteed victory for Franco, but if it 
continues it will insure a bankruptcy and catastrophe 
for the two fascist dictatorships. The terrific cost for 
Mussolini in capturing Bilbao, after the Guadalajara 
defeat, the dawning realization that both German and 
Italian fascism are likely to become exhausted in 
their efforts to establish a fascist dictatorship in 
Spain, seems to have decided the two dictators to 
risk everything on a speedier drive for a fascist vic- 
tory in Spain. 

The General Staffs in Berlin and London are be- 
coming painfully aware of the growing striking power 
of the Spanish People’s Army. Action on the Huesca 
and Madrid fronts indicate that the loss of Bilbao is
